LACTIC ACID. 
By Dr. Tremaine Ward, Napanee, Ont. 


‘‘Among the useful bacteria the 
place of honor should be reserved to the 
lactic bacilli. They produce lactic 
acid, and thus prevent the development 
of butyric and putrefactive ferments 
which should be regarded as some of 
our redoubtable enemies.’’—Metehni- 
koff. 

‘‘The bacteria surviving pasteuriza- 
tion are for the most part the quick 
growing bacteria of putrefaction which 
are inhibited in raw milk by the lactie 
acid bacteria; but in pasteurized milk 
they multiply very fast and undoubt- 
edly they are capable of generating 
poisonous substances.’’—Jensen. 

It is owing to this inhibitory, or 
antiseptie quality of lactic acid, which 
is produced by certain bacteria, from 
lactose or milk sugar, that buttermilk 
and sour milk are healthy food. They 
prevent the development of putrefac- 
tive ferments in the intestinal canal. 

Of late years there has been consid- 
erable said about the longevity of cer- 
tain people who use sour milk exten- 
sively. 

The products of putrefactive bacteria 
in the intestinal tract, called ptomains, 
cause auto-intoxication, resulting in 
headaches and more serious troubles. 
There is reason to believe that, as a 
habitual poison in the system, they lead 
to arterial degeneration—‘‘and a man 
is as old as his arteries.’’ It is thus 
that buttermilk may indireetly 
lead to longevity, though people are not 
wanting to claim that lactie acid actu- 
ally removes ealeareous deposits from 
the arteries. 

There are many bacilli that produce 
lactic acid, and it ig probable that all 
varieties are not equally desirable. The 
that produces good flavored 
butter and buttermilk seems to be 
naturally in good milk and a 
comparatively pure culture may be pur- 
chased. ‘‘Lactie ferments,’’ Conn’s 
Bacillus, No. 419, Park Davis & Co., of 
Detroit, supply a culture in tablet form. 

By some of these means it should be 
to have ‘‘eurdled milk’’ or but- 
termilk as to the diet of 
many people who are liable to think it 
when it 
made buttermilk it must be un-

an addition 
is unavailable, and comes to 
churn 
available to nearly all but country and 
village residents. 

For many people whole milk, acted 


upon by the lactic acid culture, would 
be preferable to that robbed of its fat, 
but it is not so much for its food quali- 
ties, in the ordinary sense, as for its 
health-giving qualities that the writer 
is bringing it to the notice of the read- 
ers of The Holstein-Friesian World. 

Skimmed milk can be utilized in this 
manner and should be preferable to the 
whole milk for the over-fed, which are 
more common than the under-fed in this 
land of plenty. 

In conclusion the writer would say 
a word about the danger of ‘‘fads’’ 
arising and discrediting any useful 
thing or method. 

Water used internally and externally 
has curative effects in some conditions, 
but to carry it to excess and expect to 
eure all ailments with which man is 
afflicted, by a hydropathie institute, is 
the work of the ‘‘faddist.’’ The elec 
trie fad, the sun bath and blue glass 
fads, and walking barefoot on grass, 
are samples, 

The regular doctor makes use of sug- 
gestion and encouragement to very good 
ends, but the ‘‘faddist’’ would discard 
everything but faith. 

Now since there has been, more than 
formerly, attention given to lactic acid 
ferments, we may expect a variety of 
products on the market claiming to be 
wonderfully curative of all ailments on 
account of the lactic caid produced by 
a special breed of bacillus working on 
the milk of a special breeu of cows; and 
institutes for treatment of neurasthe- 
mia, bald heads, corns and ‘‘brain 
storms’’ by sour milk diet, whey baths 
and Duteh cheese pills. Then the ‘‘fad- 
dist’’ in religious affairs will call to 
mind that Abraham set eurdled milk 
before his visitors, and advise people 
to do likewise, and to go to heaven by 
the milky whey. 

We believe some milk stations pro- 
duce what is sold as buttermilk from 
the skimmed milk, and it should be a 
very good use to make of milk after 
the cream is removed. A certain de- 
gree of freshness to the product is neces- 
sary. 

Products of fermentation of milk by 
yeast have been favorably received. 
They contain gas and a small percent- 
age of aleohol. They are not so de 
sirable as the lactie acid products. In 
fact, their merit is probably due to the 
small amount of lactic acid which they 
do contain. The expense of prepara- 
tion and care of the products of yeast 
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ferments will prevent the extensive use 
of ‘them. 

The prospects are that the milk sup- 
ply will continue short of the demand 
for a long time. The breeders of Hol- 
steins neeed no airships to go after the 
silver linings of the clouds. Their black 
and white clouds have the silver lining, 
but ,as Bret Harte says, ‘‘that’s an 
‘udder’ story.’’. T. W. 

P. S—Mr. Editor, if there is a can- 
tankerous ‘‘champeen’’ of any little 
‘‘yeller’’ kine who would like to say 
‘At last they have found a use for the 
Holstein cow,’’ just add this postscript 
for fear he might not think of it.

WHO OR WHAT RULES? 








‘‘We are trying to secure equality 
of opportunity for all; and the strug- 
gle for honesty is the same whether it 
is made on behalf of one set of men 
or of another.’’—Roosevelt in late 
message to Congress. 

‘*Money has always ruled and always 
will rule.’’—Hon. Harris Lewis before 
N. Y. S. Dairymen’s Association. 

‘“When the storm is past we ask, 
How came a Washington just there? or 
a Lineoln just here? types of God's 
chosen agents a century apart—but i: 
could not have been otherwise.’’— 
Henry Mills Alden in ‘‘God in His 
World.’’ 

It was at Syracuse, N. 2., more than 
twenty years ago. Thc annual meet- 
ing of New York State Dairymen’s 
Association was being held there. Hon. 
Harris Lewis, its president for many 
years, was in the chair. The discus- 
sions had degenerated from. strictly 
dairy topics to the general depression 
of agricultural interests then prevail- 
ing. Many farmers saw before them 
bankruptey. They were not specula- 
tors, but prudent men, who had ven- 
tured a little ways into debt during 
the Civil War, or in the few prosperous 
years following it. Some of the men 
present, ineluding the president, had 
been in the legislature. They were 
familiar with th work therein aceom- 
plished and the apparent forees that 
wrought such work in state and nation. 
In answer to an inquiry, Mr. Lewis 
made the oracular statement: ‘‘ Money 
has always ruled and always will rule.’ 


[ shall never forget the impression that 
this made on my mind and heart. I 
was shocked. I knew something of the 
corrupt influence of money at the ballot 
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box, but little dreamed that it ruled 
our country. 


I must now confess that for the half 
century up to the last inauguration of 
our president the evidence for the 
truth of this statement seems to be 
overwhelming. Nevertheless I have re- 
cently come to the conelusion that 
there is a mighty force under the sur- 
face of things, unrecognized by the 
mass of our people, that is surely de- 
stroying the rule of wealth. Its pro- 
gress is slow but inevitable. Scientists 
eall it evolution. Mathew Arnold called 
it ‘‘the power not of ourselves that 
worketh for righteousness.’’ The in- 
tluence of this power is strikingly man- 
ifest at the present time not only in 
this country but in every part of the 
world—in Russia, in Germany, in 
France, in England and in our own 
country. It is persistent, yet every- 
where peaceable except in Russia, and 
there it is apparently growing peace- 
able, And what is astonishingly true, 
it seems to be originating and growing 
mainly among the so-ealled lower classes 
—the almost propertyless classes. It 
seems to be generally admitted that 
this growing influence preventd war in 
the reeent imbroglio of Germany and 
Franee over Morocco. It is organizing 
now into an international brotherhood, 
called the Social Democracy. Sober 
men are in it, and erratic men are in 
it. It generally avoids the chureh— 
hetween it and the rulers of the Roman 
church there is intense antagonism. 
The Pope struck his heaviest possible 
blow against it in his eneyclieal on 
modernism, yet it is rapidly growing in 
Catholic as well as in Protestant coun- 
tries. Its influence is also being felt 
in many churches. 


What does it demand? Just what 
our energetie president says he is de- 
manding and trying to secure,‘ ‘ equal- 
ity of opportunity.’’ I quote from one 
of its ablest advoeates in chureh or 
state, Rev. Herman Kutter, of Zurich, 
Switzerland: ‘‘It ig said that Social 
Democrats propose to reduce everything 
to a dead level; equal livelihood, equal 
rights, equal conditions and positions, 
equal duties—the dull grey equality in 
which all real life perishes. A ‘cheap 
and nasty’ eriticism, the uglier because 
it tries to saddle the Social Democracy 
with the very sin it seeks to eradicate. 
It is not true that the Social Demoe- 
racy demands equal position and ont- 
ward conditions for all men. What it 
demands is the equal chanee for the 
satisfaction of life’s needs. 

The current claim that we now have 
equality of opoprtunity is a lie of Mam- 
mon’s fashioning to still the public 
conscience.’’ Compare these statements 
with those of President Roosevelt at 
the head of this article. It is marvel- 





ous how he has risen in public estima- 
tion ‘by such utterances. They strike a 


‘familiar chord in the hearts of the com- 


mon people. From whence is_ this 
chord? What is evolution and from 
whence does it come? Kutter says: 
‘*T am tempted to believe that there is 
today’s revelation of God. . 

The lesson of ‘history is that there are 
two tendencies in the course of events 
to be kept carefully distinct; on the 
one hand there are systems of faith 
which various ages have set as unal- 
terable norms of truth; on the other 
hand there is the unceasing stream of 
vital development which now sweeps 
away with violence and now gently 
lays away the most irreproachable sys- 
tems; they must give way to the higher 
truth. On the one hand is man, always 
anxious to write eternities on the sands 
of his short existence; on the other 
hand is God ever wiping out these futile 
lines, and so leading an upward-striving 
humanity along the way to the eternal 
verities.’’ This language defines for 
me evolution along the lines of human 
society and government. It rules the 
world.

HOLSTEIN-FRIESIANS THE ONLY 
COWS YIELDING A PROFIT. 





Some work that the writer did in 
one of the New England States not long 
ago brought out certain results, that 
may be of interest to Holstein breeders. 
Out of one hundred herds twenty-three 
had enough Holstein blood to be classed 
as Holstein grades. Forty-one were 
Jersey grades and thirty were natives. 
The Holstein grades were the only ones 
that averaged a profit above the cost 
of feeds. The Jersey grades came next 
in point of returns, and the natives 
were far in the rear. When it is con- 
sidered that the figures were taken 
from creameries operated under the 
eream-gathering system, and the butter 
fat test was used in determining the 
payments, it will be seen that there 
were no. specially favorable cireum- 
stances which would tend to place the 
competitors at a disadvantage. 

The larger quantity of milk that was 
left on the farm for feeding purposes 
was not taken into the account, but the 
supposed higher cost of feeding was 
made to enter the problem. There were 
few if any pure-bred Holsteins in the 
lists, and little effort had been made to 
select producing strains in grading up 
the herds. It was mostly a haphazard 
grading and not made with any system 
or definite plan. By observing a well- 
planned system of breeding there would 
undoubtedly have been a nice profit re- 
sulting to practically all of the dairy- 
men whose herds were in the list in- 
spected.

A bill has been introduced in the 
House of Representatives by Hon. 
Frank Currier which provides for the 
appointment of a ‘‘ National Highway 
Commission.’’ The National Grange is 
backing this bill in accoruance with the 
resolution passed at their last annual 
meeting. The bill is No. 15,837, and 
known as the ‘‘National Highway 
Act.’’ It provides for three commis- 
sioners to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, each drawing a salary of $5,000 a 
year. This commission is to co-operate 
with State, county and township author- 
ities in providing and maintaining a 
eomplete system of properly construct- 
ed highways. The bill calls for an ap 
propriation of $50,000,000.

Consul Thomas H. Norton in a report 
from Chemnitz gives an account of a 
process of preserving eggs by desicca 
tion. The process was invented by a 
chemist of Victoria, Australia, where a 
plant has been erected for the manu- 
facture of ‘‘egg powder’’ on a large 
seale. The eggs are evaporated at the 
low temperature of 130 degrees F. in 
retainers from which the air has been 
exhausted. When thoroughly desic- 
eated the substance is ground into a 
coarse powder. It is said that there is 
no alteration in the chemical ecomposi- 
tion of the eggs, and that they are re- 
constructed by the simple addition of 
water, the resulting batter being undis- 
tinguishable from newly beaten eggs. 
The advantages claimed are: absence of 
loss from ‘breakage, low cost of trans- 
portation and the certainty of securing 
an absolutely fresh article.

SUMMARY OF OFFICIAL RECORDS 
FROM JAN. 9 TO JAN. 25, 1908. 


Unless otherwise mentioned, these 
records are for a period of seven con- 
secutive days. They are made under 
the eareful supervision of State Agri- 
cultural Colleges and Experiment Sta- 
tions, and their accuracy is vouched for 
by them; no private records are re- 
ported by the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation. 

During the period from January 9th 
to January 25th, 1908, records for 126 
cows were accepted, of which seven 
were begun more than eight months 
after calving. Of the 119 ordinary rec- 
ords reported one was extended to four- 


teen days and five to thirty days. The 


averages by ages were as follows:

age, 6 years, 9 months, 21 days; days 
from calving, 28; milk, 461.9 lbs.; per 
cent. fat, 3.40; fat, 15.705 Ibs.

MR. MOYER is doing much to make King Segis famous, but just now the daughters of this great young 
sire are doing more. The talk has been that King Segis is the only bull whose three nearest dams are all 
28-lb. cows or better (his sire’s dam being a 29-lb. cow); but now it can be added that King Segis is the 
only bull whose first four daughters to come in milk have made A. R. O. 7-day butter records averaging over 
19 lb. each at two years old, one getting as high as 21.12 lb. at 27 months old. 

MR. MATTESON, in a recent article on the Duchess Ormsby family, presented a list of 45 members of 
this family, including Duchess Ormsby and her sisters, with their daughters, granddaughters and great-grand- 
daughters, whose average per cent of fat in their official 7-day butter tests was 4.08; and he adds: ‘‘The 
above list demonstrates that to test high in fat is beyond question a fixed trait in the Ormsby family; that 
the family 1s strongly prepotent in this respect, as manifested in remote generations; that no other family of 
our breed has so many descendants through the femal line testing so high in fat; that the way to increase the 
fat standards of our herds is to breed for it, which is easily done by the use of animals from families that 
have this fixed trait.’’ 

MR. KELLOGG, President of the H.-F. Association of America, in his address before the latest annual 
meeting mentioned Pauline Paul as having been bred to a son of De Kol 2d, the noted sire, Paul De Kol, re- 
sulting from this cross, and De Kol 2d later producing by him the prepotent bull, De Kol 2d’s Paul De Kol, 
sire of 45 A. R. O. daughters, including several that have been World’s Champions and one that today holds 
the World’s Record as a 4-year old. Continuing, President Kellogg said: ‘‘He was the greatest bull of his day, 
if not of any day, unless he is excelled by his own son. De Kol 2d’s Paul De Kol in turn sired Paul Beets 
De Kol, who is today the greatest sire of the breed. He is sire of 79 A. R. O. daughters, twenty-nine with 
records of over twenty pounds, six with records better than twenty-five pounds, one with a record of 32.05 
pounds, and two two-year-old daughters with records of over twenty pounds, and ten sons who have sired 
thirty-three A. R. O. daughters. He is the only sire in the world that has sired a thirty-pound cow, who has 
a sire that has also sired a thirty-pound cow.’’ 

IN WHAT BETTER WAY can you breed along the lines recommended by these representative Holstein 
authorities, Messrs. Kellogg, Matteson and Moyer, than by placing at the head of your herd a bull sired by 
King Segis, and from a Duchess Ormsby daughter of a Paul Beets cow? We know of only one such bull, 
and that is Riverside King Segis, born January 5, 1907. He is a superb individual, well developed, robust and 
vigorous; and in color is about three-fourths black, handsomely marked. 

THE DAM’S SIDE of a bull’s pedigree is just as important as the sire’s. A King Segis bull ought to 
be a good one, but a King Segis bull from Riverside Ormsby De Kol ought to be one of the very best. The 
dam of Riverside King Segis is Riverside Ormsby De Kol. At 2 years 2 months old she made an A. R. O. 
record of 11.86 lbs. butter in 7 days under very unfavorable conditions. At this writing she is again in official 
test, at 3 years, 3 months old, and is making a record of between 17 and 18 Jb. butter in 7 days from only 
three teats. She is a daughter of Duchess Ormsby Butter King and Riverside De Kol, with an A. R. O. record 
of 451.4 lb. milk, 21.88 lb. butter in 7 days. She was by Paul Beets De Kol, and her dam is Winana Pietertje 
Netherland, the only cow that we know of having seven A. R. O. daughters. Of these seven daughters five 
are full sisters, three of which, ineluding Riverside De Kol, average 20.67 Ib. butter each in 7 days. One of 
these full sisters, Winana Beets De Kol, is the dam of our 2514-lb. 4-year old Winana Pietertje De Kol, and 
the latter is the dam of Winana Pietertje De Kol 2d, with a 314-year A. R. O. record of 593.3 lb. milk, 24.33 
lb. butter in 7 days, and Winana De Kol Korndyke, 563.8 Ib. milk, 22.85 lb, butter in 7 days, A. R. O. Wina- 
na’s Pietertje Netherland is one of the good A. R. O. daughters of Inka Princess’ Pietertje Netherland, who 
sired such other great cows as Aaggie Grace 2d’s Pietertje (the first cow to give 100 Ib. milk in one day in 
official test, and without ‘question one of the finest cows, individually, ever in Brookside Herd; she was a 
noted prize-winner at leading fairs throughout the United States and Canada); also Segis Inka, our noted 28- 
lb. dam of 28-Ib, A. & G. Inka MeKinley and 26-lb. 3-year-old A. & G. Burke Segis Inka. 

TO SUM UP: Here is a splendid yearling King Segis bull, from our largest record Duchess Ormsby 
heifer, whose dam is a 21.88-lb. Paul Beets De Kol cow, and one of the seven A. R. O. daughters of Winana’s 
Pietertje Netherland.

The really broad-mind- 
The Really ed man must be a 


Broad-Mind- versitile man. He must 
ed Man. be able to turn his 
thoughts into more than one channel. 
He must have a wide range of vision, 
seeing more than is on the written page 
before him. He must not be wholly 
absorbed in his personal affairs—his 
own selfish aims, but he must reach out 
and encompass mankind; in all he does, 
keep in mind the welfare of the race. 
The really broad minded man does 
not think that all goodness is bound up 
in his particular political party, or his 
particular church; he does not hold that 
all truth is contained in his particular 
creed; if a judge,, he does not think it 
necessary to always hunt up a precedent 
before rendering a decision. Such men 
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look for principle rather than prece- 
dent; they judge character rather than 
profession, and look to the future wel- 
fare of all rather than the present per- 
sonal gain. 

Such men are often misunderstood 
because we interpret their language ac- 
cording to our own narrow conceptions.

tion—a god of flesh and blood, born of 
a virgin and begotten of a ghost; their 
god is rather a personification of all the 
activities of the universe that proceed 
from that mysterious and inexhaustible 
fountain of energy, perceived but not 
comprehended or understood.

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A subscriber wants 
to know why some 
black hens lay 
white eggs and 
some white hens lay colored eggs; also, 
why horses require a wider ration than 
dairy cows. 

While the Holstein-Friesian World is 
not a poultry paper and does not pose 
as authority on poultry topics its un- 
derstanding is that there are some per- 
sistent characteristics that distinguish 
all Asiatic breeds from all European 
breeds. The Asiatics are characterized 
by sluggish temperament, large size, 
feathered legs and colored eggs. The 
European breeds, by nervous tempera- 
ment, small size, bare legs and white 
eggs. A union of two or more of these 
distinctive characters would indicate a 
crossing of the Asiatic and European 
breeds. A moderate sized white hen 
with bare legs and laying a colored egg 
would illustrate such a cross. 

The second question, ‘‘Why does a 
work horse require a wider ration than 
a dairy ecow?’’ is one which deserves 
careful consideration. Every observer 
knows that continuous or violent exer- 
cise is not conducive to the production 
of the greatest amount of milk. A cow 
will secrete the most milk when her 
feed is brought to her and she is al- 
lowed to lie quietly in her stall. Her 
breathing will be slow and easy. On 
the other hand, everyone has observed 
the heavy and forced breathing of a 
horse drawing a heavy load up a steep 
incline, and how soon he begins to 
sweat and lather. In the one case pro- 
‘teids are merely secreted; in the other

case they are being expended. 

Protein is largely used in building up 
tissues and repairing waste carbo-hy- 
drates in producirg muscular energy 
and heat. The potential chemical en- 
ergy which binds together the complex 
elements in the food molecule brought 
by the blood, is changed to kinetic mus- 
eular energy when the molecule is 
broken up. The carbon is consumed by 
the oxygen of the blood, producing 
heat, which is directly radiated from 
the body or removed in the evaporation 
of sensible or insensible perspiration. 
The waste product is eliminated by the 
lungs as carbondioxide. 

Secretion of milk is largely a work 
of selection, a straining out from the 
blood and combining- of certain ele- 
ments. These are not expended in the 
body but held in reserve as food for 
offspring. 

The average nutritive ration of milk 
is near 1:3.6. As this is natures’ own 
prepared food, it should be about right, 
but it is prepared for a growing ani- 
mal, to be largely expended in the pro- 
duction of new tissues, and, therefore, 
is narrower than would be economically 
required by a mature animal where the 
main object is the production of muscu- 
lar energy. This, then, we think, af- 
fords a hint as to why the work horse 
requires a wider ration than the dairy 
cow. 





It is related that 
Tubercuiosis man, once upon a 
Yet. time, returned home 

late from his club and 
fell asleep while his wife was giving 
him a curtain lecture. Sometime later 
he awoke and heard more of the same 
sort whereupon he asked ‘‘Are you go- 
ing it again, or yet?’’ So to be explicit 
we say ‘‘ Tuberculosis Yet.’’ 

This office is being flooded by matter 
emenating from various sources on the 
subject of Tuberculosis. If we were to 
print it all we would have little room 
for anything else. We are belabored by 
the statements that Dr. Moore says 7: 
per cent. of the herds of the state are 
tuberculous, that Dr. somebody else 
says 91 per cent. of the people of the 
country have tubercules concealed some- 
where in their anatomy, that science 
has demonstrated the communicability 
of tuberculosis from cattle to man, ete. 

Now we are not in a position to con- 
trovert any of these statements, but we 
do bear in mind that all of these doc- 
tors, and veterinarians, and milk in- 
spectors, and health officers must have 
an excuse for being, and for drawing 
their salaries. We do realize that if a 
veterainarian has pronounced a cow 
tuberculous, and has had her killed, it 
is up to him to find a tubercule, and 
though the tubercule is no bigger than 
a pea, and long since healed, it makes 
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no difference, the cow is tuberculous 
and his diagnosis is vindicated. But 
we are told that this is an ‘‘ insidious’’ 
disease, and that an insisted tubercule 
is liable to become active again at any 
time. Granted. And likewise any man 
is liable to die with a broken neck, 
though the chances may be a million 
to one that he will not. If 91 per cent. 
of the human family are actually tuber- 
culous, when we consider what a com- 
paratively few people die from the dis- 
ease we must conclude that it is not such 
an awful ‘‘insidious’’ disease after all. 


But ‘‘the transmissability of tubercu- 
losis from the bovine to man has been 
demonstrated.’’ Possibly, though we 
have yet to learn of a single case where 
it has been absolutely proven that tu- 
bereulosis ever has been transmitted 
from the bos to the man. If as we should 
be led to believe, the human anatomy is 
the seventh heaven of bliss for the bo- 
vine tubereule, and, if 72 per cent. of 
our heards are tuberculous, then at least 
72 per cent. of our herdsmen, who con- 
sume large quantities of milk and in- 
habit these stables and tend and care 
for these cattle continually, should die 
with twbherculosis, and die young. 


But let us look this matter square in 
the face. A wave of anti-tuberculosis 
sentiment is sweeping over this coun- 
try, greatly exaggerated, perhaps, but 
so much the worse for the man who gets 
hit. Every breeder and dairyman is 
bound to be struck sooner or later. In- 
stead of waiting to be submerged, why 
is it not the part of wisdom for each 
breeder and dairyman to get busy and 
make this wave do some grinding for 
him. The man who makes the greatest 
success is the one who can so shape his 
plans as to make seeming disadvantages 
work to his advantage, who can turn 
impediments into stepping stones. 


Why not arrange at once to uave 
your stock tested, and if you find any 
reacting animals have them isolated. 
Establish a sort of bovine infirmary 
somewhere on your premises, or farther 
removed. The only loss would be that 
the isolated animals would not be 
salable, but you could continue to breed 
them as long as they would breed, and 
their milk when steralized could be used 
with impunity for feeding calves and 
swine. As milk is necessary for this 
purpose, it would not be a total loss. 
What then? Advertise your herds as 
absolutely free from tuberculosis, and 
prove it by showing the papers of the 
veterinarian. There is a growing de- 
mand for such stock. The increase in 
price, and the increased sales from such 
a heard would more than offset the loss 
and expense incurred in putting this 
plan into execution. My advice is to 
move in this matter as quickly as pos- 
sible. To get right into the game.
